Chrysler-UAW Deadlock Continues; Wagner Act is Not Involved; 
ADN Estimates °37 Production in U. S., Canada at 5,000,000 Units; 
First Quarter Output Sets Record; Week’s Total Placed at 104,095 


With little likelihood of any settlement in 

Chrysler the United Automobile Workers-Chrysler 
Parleys dispute possible before the return of John 
Deadlocked L. Lewis, chairman of the Committee for 
Industrial Organization, from New York, 

conferees continued to go through the motions at Lans- 
ing Tuesday. Since agreement has been reached on every 
point except that of recognition of the UAW as sole 
bargaining agency for all Chrysler employes, there does 
not seem to be much in the way. of a compromise offer 
that can be expected from the corporation side. The 
only opening at present then seems to be the acceptance 
by UAW of the right to speak for its own membership 
only and thus be content with whatever other gains it 
may feel it has made as the result of its 23-day tie-up of 
Chrysler plants. Action of the United States supreme 
court Monday in upholding the Railway Labor Act and 
che state of Washington minimum wage law raised con- 
siderable conjecture as to whether or not the court might 
go contrary to expectations and uphold the Wagner Act.

While the Wagner Act has not been invoked 


Wagner in the present Chrysler strike, if under it, 
Act Not the union could prove its claims of having a 
Invoked majority of workers in the plants as its 


members, it would have legal grounds for its 
claims to sole recognition. Failure to prove its claims 
would not necessarily mean peace. On the other hand, 
if the Wagner Act should be declared unconstitutional, 
that mere fact alone would not necessarily end the 
Chrysler dispute. It is this one-sided aspect of the 
Wagner Act which has given rise to the opinions that the 
court may void it. There seems to be nothing in this law 
to prohibit a group from striking and picketing a plant 
if under its terms a group should fail to prove its legal 
rights to sole recognition. The act apparently makes no 
provision to control strikes in cases where union mem- 
bership might be divided so that the strongest could 
muster only 49 per cent of the workers and the remain- 
ing 51 per cent be divided between two or more other 
unions. This fault no doubt is the result of the breach 
between Lewis’ CIO and Green’s American Federation of 
Labor, which was not foreseen at the time the Wagner 
Bill was written. Thus, even though the Wagner Act 
should be upheld, a settlement of the legality of the sit- 
down or stay-in strike is highly important since such 
strike tactics could nullify the Wagner Act itself. This 
might happen in this way: A union claiming 51 per cent 
of the workers in a plant could go on strike. It would 
then call for an election. Should this election prove that 
the striking union represented only 40 per cent of the 
employes and the remaining 60 per cent were members 
of two other unions, there would be nothing to prohibit 
the striking union from resorting to a sit-down to enforce 


its demands for sole bargaining rights even in the face 
of an adverse vote at the polls. Under such a circum- 
stance if the sit-down was held legal, as Mrs. Perkins 
has intimated she believes it is, the employer and 60 per 
cent of the workers could be forced into idleness until 
such time as the employer and 60 per cent of his workers 
were willing to capitulate and agree to the striking union’s 
demands.

mated roughly at close to 100,000 units 
which would cut corporation profits by close to $5,000,000. 
Loss in wages during the three and one-half weeks’ shut- 
down, including Wednesday this week, at the average 
pay of 90 cents per hour has cost each worker close to 
$130. Multiplied by 67,000 employes, the total reaches the 
staggering mark of $7,700,000.

Meanwhile, negotiations are in progress between 
the UAW and Graham-Paige Motors Corp. It is under- 
stood that no demands for sole recognition are involved 
in the Graham conference at the present time. Agreement 
is expected within the next few days.

During 1936, the first year affected by earlier 
model introductions, the first quarter accounted for 
1,117,172 units or 25 per cent of the year’s total. If this 
ratio holds true in 1937, the final figure would be around 
4,750,000 units. However, due to the uncertainty caused 
by strikes, heavy backlogs of orders have been amassed, 
and this is expected to be sufficient to carry peak pro- 
duction well past the usual dropoff period and thus enable 
plants to turn out the anticipated 5,000,000 units before 
the switch-over to next year’s models.

Washington.—Factory sales of automobiles and 
trucks continued to decline in February, the bureau 
of census reports. The total was 363,930, of which

Volume Increases 


Detroit.—General Motors Acceptance Corp. re- 
ports an increase in volume of business in 1936 of 
35.3 per cent over 1935. Transactions totalled $1,394,- 
035,821 compared with $1,030,594,565 during the pre- 
vious year. Higher operating expenses and taxes cut 
profits for the year from $14,682,895 to $14,674,849. 







Graham Report 


Detroit.—A net loss in 1936 of 18 cents per share 
on 2,809,182 shares, is reported by Graham-Paige 
Motors Corp., an improvement over the 1935 net 
loss of 73 cents per share on 2,387,409. Gross for 
the year was $1,070,760, with net loss after depreci- 
ation of $282,538, and die and tool amortization of 
$344,963. 


Steel Up 


New York.—American Iron & Steel Institute 
estimates steel operations this week at 90.7 per cent 
of capacity, up 1.2 over 89.6 per cent last week.

Rename Officers 


Chicago.—Following the annual stockholders’ 
meeting here, the directors of the Borg-Warner 
Corp., themselves re-elected, rename all officers of 
the corporation. Stockholders voted to increase 
common stock from 1,500,000 shares to 3,000,000 
shares, reducing par value from $10 to $5 per share, 












last week. This brings the March output to 500,370 units, 
compared with 438,992 in the same month a year ago. Of 


this total, the General Motors group accounted for 
228,490 as against 176,857 units in the same month in 1936. 
This large increase is due in part to curtailed output 
during the six-week strike which ended the middle of 
February. GM’s first-quarter figure, therefore, is only 
317,933 compared with 451,769 in the same period a year 
ago. Of these totals, Chevrolet turned out 138,000 in 
March as against 127,598 a year ago, and 180,000 in the 
first quarter as compared with 325,384 in the same period 
in 1936. Pontiac had 30,000 in March, compared with 
14,962 a year ago, and 49,286 in the first quarter as against 
35,680 in 1936. Figures of the other GM divisions were 
Oldsmobile, 28,380 and 18,363 in March, 1937 and 1936, 
respectively, and 43,210 and 47,031 in the first quarters of 
1937 and 1936, respectively; Buick, 25,910 and 14,352, and 
35,462 compared with 37,008; Cadillac-LaSalle, 6,200 and 
2,582, and 9,975 against 6,666. 


Leading producer during the first quarter was Ford, 
with 391,550, plus 13,515 for Lincoln, for a combined total 
of 405,065 units for the quarter, compared with 303,000 in 
the same period in 1936. For March, Ford turned out 
150,550 units as against 120,800 a year ago, while Lincoln 
accounted for 3,515. 


Off to a flying start, Chrysler divisions were hit by 
labor disputes early in March and as a result rolled only 
28,000 units off the assembly lines during the month. 
This compares with 80,993 in the same month a year ago. 
Due to this shutdown, the Chrysler group produced 
202,110 units in the quarter as against 213,044 in the cor- 
responding period in 1936. Plymouth turned out 13,000 
units in March before the strike, compared with 47,145 in 
the same month last year, and 97,300 for the first quarter 
as against 121,745 in 1936. Dodge had 10,050 in March 
compared with 24,340 in the same month last year, and 
67,650 for the quarter as against 63,290 last year. De 
Soto’s March total was 2,600 compared with 4,341 in 1936 
and 19,360 in the first quarter as against 13,377. Chrysler

produced 2,350 as against 5,167 in March, 1936, and 17,800 
compared with 14,632 in the first quarter last year. 
Packard leads the independent groups, with 15,140 as 
against only 6,869 units in March a year ago, and 38,558 
compared with 16,579 in the first quarter in 1936. Others 
are as follows: Nash, 9,918 and 5,943 for March, and 
28,604 and 13,174 in the first quarters; Studebaker, 8,064 
and 9,247, and 29,748 and 20,511; Hudson-Terraplane (also 
shut down by strikes), 3,244 and 12,519, and 26,769 and 
30,322; Willys, 9,717 for March, 1937, with no figures 
available for last year, and 24,103 compared with only 
3,597 in the first quarter last year; Graham, 2,425 and 
2,142, and 5,825 and 5,500. Cord, not in production last 
year, turned out 167 units in March and 560 in the first 
quarter. The miscellaneous group accounted for 41,140 in 
March as against 20,416 last year, and 79,273 in the first 
quarter compared with 54,216 in the same period last year. 


Increased schedules in several plants is 
Week’s Output expected to raise the current week’s 
Rises to car and truck production slightly to 
104,095 Units 104,095 units, according to ADN’s esti- 
mates. This total represents an in- 
crease of about 237 units over the revised figure of 
103,858 for the previous week, despite the strikes which 
still tie up all Chrysler, Hudson and Reo divisions. The 
week’s total, however, is roughly 3,000 units under the 
figure for the corresponding week in 1936, when the total 
was 107,926 units with all plants operating. Ford con- 
tinues as the individual top producer, with around 33,000 
units scheduled for this week, which is considered peak 
capacity. With Lincoln turning out 775 units, the Ford 
group is expected to produce 33,775 units for the week, 
according to ADN estimates. Led by Chevrolet’s 30,000, 
General Motors divisions head the group estimates with 
a total of 50,500, up slightly over the 50,325 produced dur- 
ing the previous week. Pontiac, which has gradually 
increased its output, holds second place, with 6,900, com- 
pared with 6,775 the previous session; Oldsmobile ranks 
third with 6,300, followed by Buick with 5,800 and Cadil- 
lac-LaSalle with 1,500. Packard is the largest producer 
in the independent class, with approximately 3,300 units 
off the assembly line this week. Studebaker has 2,470 
scheduled; Willys, 2,265; Graham, 525, and Cord 40. 
Miscellaneous is likely to account for 8,900 units.

With 46 states thus far reported, ADN’s 
Car Sales estimate of passenger car registrations 
in Feb. Seen in February is placed around 215,000 
at 215,000 units. Previous estimates had put the 
total between 210,000 and 215,000 cars, 
and late reports indicate that the figure will be nearer 
215,000 or slightly over. This mark will be approximately 
38,000 units above the 176, 668 reported for February, 
1936. The 45 states, plus the District of Columbia, have 
thus far accounted for 176,573 cars, compared with 143,594 
in the same period a year ago. The three unreported states 
to date are New York, California and New Mexico. With 
February, 1937 totals running about 20 per cent under 
January figures, these states are expected to account for 
about 39,000 registrations in February, in contrast to 
their 48,767 sales in January. If the percentage dropoff 
holds true in these states, the final February total should 
be just slightly over 215,000 units.

ADN’s estimate of truck registrations in 
Feb. Truck February is revised upward slightly 
Sales Revised this week to 41,000 units, compared with 
Up Slightly the 40,000 previously reported. The 
higher estimate is based on reports 
from 45 states, which account for 35,694 sales as against 
35,251 a year ago. If the remaining states run true to form, 
the February total will be a few hundred above the 
figure in the same month in 1936. Compared with Jan- 
uary’s record-breaking 47,609 registrations, it appears that 
recent strike and flood tie-ups are noticeably affecting 
February truck sales.
